It  la  the  poorest  kind  of  compliment  to  pay  to 
what  la  so  often  described  as  an  Intelligent 
electorate. 

Ottawa  haa  legi.siated  to  .set  back  the  hinds 
of  the  clock,  to  pnvtnt  the  dissemination  of 
news  when  it  is  news,  to  hold  up  information 
from  the  pubUc  to  which  they  are  entitled  imme- 
diately that  it  is  available.  The  new  law  savors 
of  a  censorship  hitherto  unknown,  save  In  Fascist 
or  Communistic  States.  Those  who  break  the  law 
(there  is  nothing  to  prevent  them  from  passing 
alooff*  tha  information  they  liave  by  word  of 
mouth)  are  liable  to  a  $500  fine,  or  imprisonment. 
This  is  to  be  the  penalty  for  the  relation  q/.  fact 
for  the  hlthefto  harmlesf  ^aino^cement  of  elec- 
tion results  which  can  be  given  In  one  part  of 
Canada  but  not  in  some  other  at  the  same  time. 
It  J»  hard  to  Imagine  grown-up  legialatbrs  con-.

On  Dominion  Day  it  la  a  common  practice  to 
take  stock  of  th%  p'rogreaa  we  have  made  as  a 
Dominion'  alnea  tho  Pathera  of  'Confadaratlon 
achieved  their  great  undertaking  of  uniting  the 
scattered  Provinces  of  British  North  America 
tato  one  Dominion  under  the  British  Oiowb^  a 
project  which  in  time  resulted  in  a  Federal 
Union  of  nine  Provinces,  extending  from  the 
Atlantic  to  tha  Padfle  Ocean.  At  each  reeurranee 
of  this  anniversary  it  Is  natural  that  we  .should 
review  past  achievements  and  give  sonie  con- 
8ldaratl09  to  tha  taaM  that  Ue  ahead.       ^  * 

The  lover  of  statistics  will  derive  satisfaction 
from  the  facts  and  figures  which  are  set  out  in 
gfvat  detail  hi  the  ofRclal  Tear  Book.  Perhape 
he  will  flr.sf  turn  to  the  pages  which  deal  with 
population,  ancl  find  (hat  our  people  now  number 
thraa  tlmee  aa  many  aa  they  did  sevcnty^one 
.yaata  ago.  Renertli^K  on  tlie  f.i,  t  Lhat  Canada  is 
#|iaat  grain -growing  countcy,  he  may  read  with 
aatlaf action  the  reeorda  which  show  that  4he 
aayaage  devoted  to  wheat  has  incici.^.  d  from  a 
aUUon  and  a  half  acres'  in  iggt  to>.  twenty- five 
•UUlon  -acres  today.  He  will  fln^  that  the 
value  of  manufactured  goods  has  Increased  from 
tifo  hundred  million  dollars  to  fpurteen  times 
that  flffura:  that  our  fisheries  have  grown  in 
value  from  seven  and  a  half  to  sixty^four  mll- 
'lions;  that  there  are  seven  dollars  in  savings 
banita  now  for  every  dollar  in  Confederation 
times;  and,  tujmlnf  hisirttention  for  the  moment  I  KamioopA 
to  the  future,  we  are  well  enough  off  to  erect  I  I'rlnce  tieorge 
commodious  and  well-equipped  schools  and  em- 
yiOf  a  numerous  staff  of  teaciiers  for  the  young 
and  rt!iing  generation,  an  undertaking  in  which 
we  spend  ten  dollars  today  fdr  etery  one  dollar 
we  spent  at  the  turn  of  the  century. 

These  and  similar  figures  are  Important,  but 
for  the  purposes  of  a  Dominion  Day  retrospect 
''there  is  a  broadar  fact  which  surpasses  thesR^  in 
impresslveness,  namely,  that  time,  which  puu 
ail  things  to  the  test,  has  proved  the  wisdom  and 
foraalght  of  the  Fathers  of  Confederation,  and 
demonstrated  the  soundness  of  tha  poUtlcal  ItriiC- 
ture  that  they  i^reCted. 

In  eanylng  out  their  great  task,  the  Fathers 
were  of  ohe  mind  in  regard  to  ftindamental  prln- 
elplea.  They  were  fully  persuaded  that  the  Im- 
parlal  tie  abenrtd  be  maintained  and  strength- 
They  naturally  desired  that  all  things 


One  of  the  saving  graces  of  humanity  con- 
tinues to  be  humor  and  an  Interesting  instance 
of  this,  illustrative  6t  how  statistics  can  be  man- 
ipulated to  mean  almost  anything,  comes  from 
Wall  Street.  There  a  statistician  lias  worked  out 
the  "state  of  the  nation,"  which  la  puading 
enough  though  providing  an  element  of  hope  for 
all  those  who  can  Juggle  with  figures,  as  well  as 
going  far  to  ahow  thnt  hi  the  UnitiMl  Stataa  an 
almost  Ideal  state  of  leisure  has  beep  attained. 
This  statistician  says  the  population  of  the  coun- 
try Is  134,000,000,  but  orthaaa  there  amo,W»,ooo 
eligible  for  old  age  pensions,  which  leaves 
94,000,00  to  do  the  wofk  of  tiie  nation.  There  are 
20,000,000  paraona  on  Paderhl;  Btoto  and  elty  gov- 
ernmental payrolls,  and  In  the  cause  -of  admin- 
istration, these  are  presumably^ workers.  Sub- 
tracting that  number  from  tha''H09D,00tf  men- 
tioned there  are  74,000,000  left  to  take  their  part 
in  industrial  output  andja.the  thou^^  and  one 
other  ooeupatlons  frtilieh  go  to  maka  -u^  tha  life 
of  a  nation.
